federal prison, the inhabitants of 
“Tonesomeville,” as the great federal 
prison, near Atlanta, is sometimes 


called, enjoyed one of the most delight- 
fuj and happy Christmas days those sou!- 
scarred men have enjoyed since their 
imprisonment here. 

Green end Gaynor, men of wealth, 
who at one time during their lives 
could have bought out a Broadway show 
for a Christmas matinee, applauded 
with the other 680 prisoners the musical 
numbers rendered by their fellow pris- 


oners, composing the Federa! Prison
